Wh en I turned upward 1 went at an 
angle little sh ort of suicidal,

anyth ing failed it would h ave been 
Impossible for me to get th e mach ine 
on an even keel and h ead h er down­ 
ward. 
Th ere would h ave been no al­ 
ternative but a backward drop to in­ 
evitable and awful destruction. 
For about twelve minutes, as sh own 
by th e barograph record, I continued 
th is desperate means of attaining my 
goal. 
Finally I looked at my baro­ 
graph and saw’, as I th ough t, th at th e 
needle h ad reach ed th e 10,000 mark. 1 
th ough t of noth ing th en but of ending 
th e strain and getting to earth again 
as quickly as possible. 
So I h eaded 
h er downward and dropped *at such 
terrific speed th at th e indelible ink in 
th e pen point could not flow fast 
enough to make a mark, and my baro­ 
graph record sh ows no trace wh atever 
of my descent. 
It is for th is reason 
th at I doubt wh eth er any h uman be­ 
ing ever lived th rough such a fall, for 
I know of no oth er barograph record 
on wh ich th e same conditions can be 
found.

Th e clouds seem to h ave th e 
effect’of breaking up air currents, just 
as h ills and valleys will do on th e 
earth , and th e ch ange of temperature 
from th e cool moisture of th e mist to 
th e dry h eat of th e direct sunligh t h as 
a tendency to create wh irlpools and 
vortices th at are migh ty nasty th ings 
to figh t in an aeroplane. 


Ho les In the Air. 
Still anoth er ph ase of aerial rough 
riding is due to th e h oles in th e air. 1 
h ave h eard a great many people ridi 
ctile th is expression, and th ey h ave 
been surprised wh en I h ave asserted 
th at th ese "h oles" really do exist and 
th at th ey are a constant menace to 
th e aviator. 
I met Uiem first very early in my ex 
perienee wh en I began practicing alti 
tude flying at my private grounds at 
Beaulieu, in England. 
My first expe 
rience w ith th em was a complete sur 
prise to me. 
I was flying comfortably 
and easily at a h eigh t of about 3,000 
feet. 
It w’as toward sunset, on a per 
fectly calm summer afternoon, and 
not a breath h ad disturbed me from 
th e time I h ad left th e earth . 
So smooth ly h ad my climb gone 
0 :1 
th at I h ad relaxed my vigilance and 
was sitting back comfortably, really 
enjoying th e fligh t, wh en suddenly tlu 
Blériot seemed to drop from under me 
and I felt myself falling straigh t for 
th e earth . For a h undred feet or more, 
I sh ould say, we fell, and tlien th e 
Blériot landed on a cush ion of air aud 
I landed 
011 th e seat of th e B’eriot with 
a bump th at jarred me. 
Fortunately I was h eaded sligh tly 
downward at th e time and was able to 
recover my equilibrium, but th e sh ock 
of th e surprise was sufficient for one 
day of flying for such a novice as 1 
was at th at time, and I came to earth 
at once. 
Wh en Glenn Curtiss mad > h is fa ­ 
mous fligh t from Albany to New* York 
h e was several times almost th rown 
from h is seat by th ese sudden drops 
th rough "h oles” in th e air. 
So serious 
an impression did it make upon h is 
mind th at, I am told, h e h as since h ad 
th e back of h is seat made with little 
curved metal braces th at go over h is 
sh oulders and h old h im firmly down 
upon h is ch air. 


Must W atch Co nstantly. 
Th e ph ilosoph y of th e h ole in th e air? 
It seems th at many conditions of sun, 
clouds and earth will bring about dif­ 
ferent conditions of air over practical­ 
ly th e same locality. 
In one place 
th ere will be a rising warm current 
and next to It a cold current th at falls 
toward th e ground. 
An aviator in fly­ 
ing th rough th e wrarm current adjusts 
h is mach ine and h is mind to th e con­ 
ditions met with in th at particular 
ph ase of atmosph ere. 
Suddenly h e 
passes from th is rising current to th e 
falling cold air. 
Instantly th e sus­ 
taining power of th e atmosph ere is 
decreased, th e mach ine plunges down­ 
ward and continues to plunge until 
th e aviator recovers h imself sufficient­ 
ly to adjust h is mach ine to th e ch ang­ 
ed conditions met with in th e atmos­ 
ph ere of lower temperature. 
So, too, 
th ere are 
wh irlwinds and vortices 
formed and sometimes betw’een th e 
warm and cold currents pockets of 
extremely rarefied air th at offer prac-

the advanced first year and the third 
year of the Rushville public schools, 
with which she gave concrete ex­ 
amples of her ideas. 
In order that her discussion on pri­ 
mary work will be more helpful to the 
primary teachers of the county, for 
whom this branch of the institute is 
really intended. Miss Dietz met the 
primary teachers in a special hour of 
discussion after the regular session.

so interesting to teachers who are not, 
interested in that particular branch 
of the work.
